ALLEGED - AGREEMENT 

BMwern the Philippine In.arfent. and 

Madrid, June 18.— The text of the 
Berlin letter dated June 4 and read In 
the cortes on Thursday, purporting to 
be the text of an agreement signed 
April 24 at Singapore beteween Aguin- 
aldo, the Insurgent leader, and the 
American consul there, regarding the 
future government of the Philippines, 
an agreement afterward orally ratified 
at Hongkong by Admiral Oewey, Is 
published here. 

In this agreement Agulnaldo under- 
takes to organize a republican govern- 
ment under the protectorate of the 
United States with the asslstsnce of 
two or three American delegates as 
counsellors. The porta of the archi- 
pelago are to be opened to foreign 
trade and Immigrants with certain re- 
strictions against the Chinese. 

The folowing clauses promise Judi- 
cial and other reforms, the expulsion 
and abolition of "tyranlcal religious 
orders," the freedom of the press, pro- 
tecjlou to Spanish residents, provision 
for the return of Spanish officials to 



the country. 

Washington. June 18.— The return to 
Washington of General Miles from 
Tampa bad an inspiring effect upon 
the war preparations. 

The general had a busy day calling 
upon Secretary Alger, consulting the 
chiefs of the staff departments and giv- 
ing the department the benefit of his 
observations at Tampa. 

Secretary Alger said that he was en- 
tirely satisfied with the condition of 
the troops as reported by General Miles 
and wished that he had the means to 
provide every one of the volunteer sol- 
diers dally surf baths such as was en- 
Joyed by the men at Tampa. 

Plans sre moving forward steadily 
for sending further expeditions both to 
Porto Rico and Cuba. There Is little 
llkelihod that a second expedition of 
6.000 men, to reinforce Genaral Shatter 
at Santiago, will leave within the next 
few days, as has been reported. 

The necessity of sending these addi- 
tional forces Is questioned by high mili- 
tary officials, and moreover, the means 
of trasportlog such a force are not 
available.

Off Santiago de Cuba, June 17— At 
daylight Thursday morning Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson's fleet bombarded the 
batteries at Santiago de Cuba for the 
third time. 

For hours the ships pounded the bat- 
teries at the rlgbt and left of the 
entrance, only sparing El Morro, where 
Lieutenant Hobson and his companions 
of the Merrlmac are In prison. 

The western batteries, against which 
the main assault was directed, were 
badly wrecked. One was utterly de- 
stroyed. In others many guns were 
dismounted. 

At first the Spaniards replied pas- 
sionately and wildly, but impotently. 
Then most of the guns were deserted. I 
Not a ship was struck nor a man in- ; 
Jured on the American side. It Is be- 
lieved that the enemy's loss of life was ' 

As a preliminary to the hammering 
given the batteries the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius was given another j 
chance. Three 250 pound charges of [ 
gun cotton were sent over the fortlflca- 
tlona at the entrance. 

The design was to drop them in the ' 
bay. around the angle, back of the 
eminence on which El Morro la sit- 
uated, where It was known that the 
Spanish torpedo boat destroyers were 
lying. 

Two charges went through as no re- 
ports were heard — a peculiarity of the 
explosion of gun cotton In water. 
Whether tbe destroyers were demol- 
ished is not known, but the destructive 
area of gun cotton Is large and It 
would not be surprising if it Is subse- 
quently ascertained that one or both 
were destroyed. The third charge ex- 
ploded with .terrific violence on Cayo 



Gibraltar, June 17— The Spanish 
trans-Atlantic liner San Augustine has 
arrived here from Cadis for the purpose 
of shipping 1,800 tons of coal. She has 
been detained by the British authori- 
ties, pending a guarantee that the coal 
Is Intended for purely commercial pur- 

Washlngton, June 17,— Tbe war de- 
partment expects to uftlllse approxi- 
mately 35 transports In the expedition 
for the Invasion of Porto Rico. The es- 
timate Is made that the 85 vessels will 
carry between 16,000 and 20,000 men 
with their equipments and subsistence. 

Washington, June 17.— It is well un- 
derstood here that Germany has sent 
her five wa-shlpx to Manilla In aid of 
Spain, and Admiral Dewey has been 
ordered to attack the Kaiser's ships at 
the flrBt sign of Interference. 

MADE THEM BUN. 

Thm Spanl.li "War Boys" Ctiued Into 

Washington, June 16.— The navy de- 
partment was greatly relieved by re- 
ceipt of news that the little band of 
American marines who had planted the 
flag on Crest Hill and were defending 
it night and day against heavy odds 
were not only safe, but were strongly 
reinforced by 1.600 Cubans from the 
commands of Garcia and Rabl, and 
were now strong enough to more than 
hold their own. 

It was disclosed In a dispatch from 
Admiral Sempaon and brought relief 
to tbe naval officials. The early re- 
ports had Indicated that the marines 
were surrounded, and It was feared 
that they might be compelled to return 
to the ships before General Shatter's 
Invading army reached there on Fri- 
day. 

The coming of the Cuban forces 
seems to have been In the nick of time, 
and naval officials gave thsfallest cred- 
it to the timeliness of this Cuban co- 
operation. 

The admiral's dispatch stated that 
the condition of tbe marines was en- 
tirely satisfactory, which assurance, al- 
though brief, was enough to relieve 
officials here of the fears they had en- 
tertained. 

But probably the most significant 
feature of the

This is looked upon as a fine military 
stroke, for Acerraderos Is the port 
where iron wharves will afford facili- 
ties for unloading the heavy artillery 
carried by General Shatter's Invading 
expedition. 

The constant reports that Germany 
Is on tbe eve of making a serious Issue 
in the Philippines are unaccountable 
to officials here, who have the most di- 
rect and positive Information that 
Germany has never contemplated such 
a step, and is not now moving toward 
Its execution, either alone or with 
other powers. 

United States Camp. East Side of En- 
trance to Ouantanamo Bay, June 16.— 
Lieutenant Colonel Robert W. Hunt- 
ington and the United BtateB marines 
made their first aggressive movement 
against the Spanish guerrillas Tuesday 
and completely routed the enemy. 

Tbe force of marines was under Cap- 
tain Elliott, and the co-operating 
Cubans were under Colonel Laborda. 

The combined forces razed a Spanish 
camp about five miles from the Amerl4 
can position, destroying the only well 



> of that Spanish 



in tne vicinity and killed about 40 
Spaniards. 

One Amerlcsn marine was slightly 
wounded. Two Cubans MN killed and 
four wounded. 

It is Impossible to estimate the num- 
ber of Spsnlards engaged, owing to 
their guerrilla methods of fighting, but 
it Is believed there were at least 400. 

Camp McCslla, Ouantanamo Harbor, 
June 16— At 10 o'clock Tuesday even- 
ing the scouting party sent out In the 
morning returned to camp with 18 
Spanish prisoners, one of them an of- 

The party also captured 100 Mauser 
rifles and 10,000 rounds of ammunition. 

They report having had a series of 
engagements with the Spaniards, in 
which 100 Spanish soldiers were killed 
and 200 wounded. 

They also destroyed a Spanish block- 
house and telegraph station, through 
which the Spaniards had been keeping 
Ouantanamo and Santiago Informed of 
troops.

Colonel Baker has perhaps taken 
more Interest in this work than almost 
any other member nf the board. He 
says: 

" We have every reason to congratu- 
late ourselves and the people of the 
county who use the roads that the effort 
to construct modern highways was be- 
gun last summer. Of the 24 miles of 

our reports do' not show a milo that is 
not in good passable condition. In 
ninny places where at this time last 
year the mud was axle deep to the ve- 
hicles that attempted to traverse the 
public highways immediately after tho 
frost left the earth we now have firm, 
dry roadbeds ovor which, honvy loads 
can be hauled. There has been more 
rain this season than last. Tho work 
we did has certainly demonstrated the 
wisdom of the board in investing a con- 
siderable sum of money in the road- 

pnt into operation. We were considera- 
bly handicapped during a portion of the 
' of the exoessivo dry- 



ing and rolling. 
"At all points where the new road- 
ways aro not up to-the standard it will be 
found that the work was done when the 
ground was powder dry. Wherever we 
hud moist earth to work upon we gave 
a firm and solid basis for the road that 
has not beou affected by the weather. 
The old Chautauqua road, where we did 




some good work early in the seasn: 
in a high state of efficiency, and the 
farmers am pulling the heaviest loads

many miles of the principal highways 
in the county." 

The now method calls for the use of 
a 12 horsepower grader which is nsed 
for removing the eurtb from the sides 
of the roadway and piliug it up in tho 
coutur. As fast aa it is deposited there 
it is spread out and thoroughly pulver- 
ized by a slender toothed barrow, 
which is followed by a roller weighing 
several tons. The loose earth is put on 
in layers of only about an inch in thick- 
ness, each subjected to repeated rolling. 
In this way a roadway, often several 
feet in thickness. Is built up. firmly 
compacted from top to bottom. The 
face has an oval furm which sheds the 
water reudily. Formerly in the pnblio 
highways a short distance from the city 
there was only oue narrow roadway 
where all of the vehicles traveled, turn- 
ing out only to pass eaob other. On the 
new roadways a surface of from 20 to 
40 feet is used. 

The roadmuking committee in tbe 
county board announces that tbe same 
general plans of last year will be fol- 
lowed this year and that all of the taxes 
realized from the 1 mill levy in th 
general road fund of the county will b 
devoted to tbe work. This fund has 
yielded about $20,000 a year for many 
yeurs, and it bus been tbe practice here- 
tofore to apportion it to the several 
townships and permit it to be used un- 
der tbe direction of the township road 
supervisors, who have expeuded it, to- 
gether with the additional township 
levy, to defray tbe cost of annually 
plowing up tbe roads. The board will 
endeavor to indnoe the city to consent 
this year to tbe relinquishment of lti 
abare of this fund to be used in making 
permanent road* iu the immediate vi- 
cinity of town.
